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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While a 
dispensing system having several valves each corresponding to different chemicals, 
wherein one group of valves switch between dispensing and recirculating, and the other 
groups of valves switch between dispensing and shutoff is known in the art, it is not 
known or rendered obvious by the prior art of record to arrange the valves in a valve 
plate as part of dispensing head such that the valves each have one actuator port and a 
second port, wherein the a control fluid pressurizes the first or second port to arcuatly 
shift the valves to the different respective positions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent No. 4,163,523 to Vincent discloses a dispensing 
system having several valves each corresponding to different chemicals, wherein one 
group of valves switch between dispensing and recirculating, and the other groups of 
valves switch between dispensing and shutoff. U.S. Patent No. 3,351,892 to Conte 
disclose multiple chemicals combined by arcuately switching valves. U.S. Patent No. 
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4,1 13,182 to Brago discloses a series of valves and a mixing chamber. U.S. Patent No. 
4,948,042 to Tench et al. discloses an air gun having separate valves for mixing of 
several different liquids. U.S. Patent No. 3,135,467 to Greenman discloses a gun 
having multiple vlaves for multiple chemicals. U.S. Patent No. 5,170,939 to Martin 
discloses a gun for mixing liquids and an optional air purge.
